NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 19th December, 1979 

Subject :—Setting up of a Committee on Ferrous Scrap. 

S.O. 854(E)/Ess. Comm. /Iron & Steel.— In exercise of the 
powers conferred by clause 17B of the Iron and Steel (Con¬ 
trol) Order 1956, the Central Government hereby sets up a 
Committee to he known us the Ferrous Scrap Committee for 
Ihe purpose of giving ellect to the provisions of the aforesaid 
Order. 

2. The composition and the functions of the aforesaid 
Committee shall be an follows :— 

(a) Composition :—The Committee shall consist of: 

Chairman : 

The Tron and Steel Controller 

Members : 

(i) The Joint Secretary to the Government of India 
in the Department of Steel. 

(ii) The Joint Secretary and Financial Adviser, Depart¬ 
ment of Steel and Mines. 

(iii) A nominee of the Steel Authority of India Limited. 

(iv) The Cbairman-cum-Managing Director, Metal Scrap 
Trade Corporation Limited. 

(b) Functions ; 

(1) The Committee shall review the overall availability of 
scrap in the country for re-rolling, melting and other indu¬ 
strial uses and submit reports in this regard to the Central 
Government once every three months or more frequently if 
so required by the Ceiitral Government. 

(2) Where necessary, the Committee shall coordinate the 
working of main steel producers so far as it relates to evol¬ 
ving of common procedures and joint action in the matter of 
despatch, distribution and pricing of ferrous scrap arising in 
the steel plants. 

(3) The Committee may initiate action and if necessary, 
issue suitable instructions to the canalising agency for the 
import of scrap, including the import of old ships for break¬ 
ing, to supplement domestic availability within the policy 
decisions announced by the Central Government. 

(4) The Committee may obtain such information from the 
producers/indentors and authorised dealers as it may require 
in connection with the planning and allocation of ferrous 
scrap arising in the steel plants. 

1 5) The Committee may formulate schemes for the deve¬ 
lopment of srerap handling and processing facilities in the 
country, including facilities at the ports for ship breaking and 
for handling sponge iron, and may provide financial assistance 
to promote such schemes. 

(6) The Committee shall endeavour to stabilise the market 
prices of scrap through such action a:r it may deem fit. 
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(7) In order to implement the functions mentioned in 
sub-paragraphs (I) to (6), the Committee may set up and 
operate a Development Fund and may, with, the prior ap¬ 
proval of the Central Government, require the canalising 
agency for the import of scrap and old ships to deposit into 
such fund the difference between the imported price plus 
service charges and the price at which the scrap or old ship 
is sold. Where a State Government Undertaking or the 
canalising agency itself is the ship breaker, the Committee, 
may require it to deposit into the fund such amount as may 
be determined by it from time to time. 


(8) In respect of the functions mentioned in sub-paragraphs 
(4), (5) and (6) the Committee shall act in accordance with 
such directions as may be issued by the Central Government 
from time to time, 


(c) General : 

(1) The Committee shall meet as often as necessary but 
not less than once in two months so that it can effectively 
discharge its supervisory and coordinating functions. It should 
hold meetings at different places in the country connected 
with the production and consumption of scrap, and ship- 
breaking. It may also, at its discretion, invite producers and 
consumers to meet it and express their views on any matter 
under consideration. 

(2) '1 lie Secretarial assistance to the Committee shall be 
provided by the Metal Scrap Trade Corporation Limited 
(MSTC) who shall prepare the agenda for the meetings and 
process the decisions etc.
